A N T I -C H R IS T IA N

Tokio, 
,Tulv 11.— Aftpr three 
days 
severe fighting, characterized by the 
desperate attacks of the Japanese and 
the stubborn resistence of the Rus­ 
sians, General Gku’s army occupied 
Kaiping (Kaichou) last Friday, driv­ 
ing the Russians northward in the di­ 
rection of Hatcheng. 
The 
Russians 
had strongly fortified the hills situat­ 
ed in a sem icircle south of Kaiping. 
Their forces consisted of over 3o,uo«j 
men. 
In his report of the engag«nit lit 
General Oku does not give any details, 
but shows the difficulties of the strug­ 
gle. 
The operations began Ins t Wednes­ 
day by tin* Japanese driving 1,600 Rus 
sians from the heights south of K ai­ 
ping, constituting the first lint: of de­ 
fense. 
The Japanese occupied the po 
sitions 
and the Russians 
retreated 
northward. 
On the same day the right wing of 
the Japanese army south* ast of K ai­ 
ping defeated a small force of Rus 
sians and the left wing occupied the 
heights to the southeast.

j of the Russian infantry, cavalry and

The Japanese began the last day's 
| fighting at daylight with an artillery

' tions and forced them into their last 
j line of defenses around the town. The 
Russians evidently saw the town was 
j doomed, as General Oku reports that 
j many troops were withdrawn during 
| the 
morning. 
The Russians 
finally 
I took position on the tops of the high 
I precipices and again offered a stub- 
i>om 
resistance. 
About 
noon 
they 
were forced 
to again withdraw’, 
the 
Japanese occupying the last line of 
defenses and 
the Japanese pursued 
the enemy despite a severe artillery 
fire from the Russian batteries on the 
high hills to the north. 
The Japanese 
artillery 
finally oc­ 
cupied 
new positions 
and 
silenced 
these batteries. 
In the afternoon the Japanese oc­ 
cupied the town without 
further re­ 
sistance. 
W hile the particulars of the fighting 
are not known it is evident that the 
Russians made

Chinese carriers brought into the tow » 
ever b*>u Russian dead, two ofr whom 
were high oidcials. 
They state that 
a part of the Japanese force advanced 
to within six miles 
of the besieged 
town, taking another eastern tort. 
A fair wind brought a fleet of junks 
from Fort 
Arthur Sunday, 
carrying 
Loth 
Chinese and 
Europeans, 
i e - 
poits which they bring of conditions 
at Fort Arthur are contradictory, but 
they all say that a Japanese division 
from 
the northward 
is 
enttenchh , 
seven miles from 
the marine camp, 
while another division from the eusi* 
ward is fighting continuously and with 
the aid of the fleet is endeavoring to 
gain a position commanding the town 
uud naval basin. 
A Russian says that the Japan* se 
occupied 
the summit of 
Takushan 
mountain, which is about three mile- 
from Port 
Arthur, on the

Ju ly 6, with a mounted baiter} of ar­ 
tillery. 
On Ju ly 7 the Russian cruiser Novik 
and four gunboats went out under pro­ 
tection of the guns on Golden H ill an 1 
shelled a Japanese battery, which was

Russian infantry. 
The fightiug to the eastward of Port 
Arthur had 
been very heavy 
since

The Japanese ships along the 
shore are shelling the Russian posi-!

The smoke from the 
artillery on the hills around Fort A r­ 
thur is seen almost continuously. Dead 
and wounded are being brought in at 
all hours, and many 
private houses 
have been turned Into hospitals. Only 
skirmishes have occurred to the north­ 
ward. 
The main Japanese 
force is 
ten miles away, but Japanese scouts 
have been seen in the vicinity of the 
main camp, which commands the prin­ 
cipal pass to the hills directly back of 
Port Arthur.

On the nights of Ju ly 2, 3 and 1 the 
Japanese fleet bombarded 
the roads 
from the south of the town. 
The forts 
were not damaged. 
No further night 
attacks have been made since Ju ly 4. 
A Chinese mechanic from the Port 
Arthur drydocks says that two large 
three-funnel ships have been missing 
from the Russian fleet since the fight 
off Port Arthur on June 23. 
The bat 
tleship Sevastopol is still undergoing 
repairs, and four torpedo boat destroy­ 
ers are in dry dock. 
The Russians, on the 
other hand, 
say that their fleet is intact and that 
«•is a matter of facf the Japanese have 
been the losers in the fights off Port 
Arthur. 
The Russians a*-s rt that the Jap a­ 
nese have lost no less than ton tor­ 
pedo boats in their attempts to reaeh

sunk by the Japanese in their effort 
to block the entrance to Port Arthur. 
The guardship is anchored behind the

This telt'gram was only published 
this morning, but by evening its con­ 
tents had become widely known and 
formed tin* general topic of conversa­ 
tion. 
A considerable ‘ section of the 
public «‘veil deduced 
from the mes­ 
sage that Germany Intends before long 
to abandon her position as a mere ou- 
looker with regard to events in the far 
East. 
In diplomatic circles, while the tele­ 
gram has caused much surprise and 
comment, it Is immediately associated 
with 
the* 
approaching 
commercial 
treaty negotiations in Berlin. 
It seems to be generally understood 
that Russia is prepared to make con­ 
siderable 
tariff 
concessions in 
ex­ 
change for the benevolent neutrality 
of Germany during the war, as w ell 
as for the assistance Germ any is ren­ 
dering in keeping the enemies of the 
Russian government in Germany un­ 
der police surveillance. 
Moreover it 
has been rep<«utedly affirmed that Rus­ 
sia desires to raise money in Berlin.

K elping (Kalchou) last Friday, driv­ 
ing the Russians n o rth w ard in the di­ 
rection of Haieheng. 
T h e 
Russians 
had strongly fortified the hills situat­ 
ed in a semi-circle south of Kelping. 
T he ir fore es consisted of over Mu,UUU 
men. 
In his report, of the engagement 
General Oku does not give any details, 
but shows the difficulties of the strug­ 
gle. 
T h e operations began last Wednes­ 
day by the Japanese driving I,GUO Rus­ 
sians from the heights south of Kai- 
ping, constituting the first, line of de­ 
fense. 
T he Japanese occupied the po­ 
sitions 
and the R ussians 
retreated 
northw ard. 
On the same day th e right wing of 
the Ja p a n e se army so utheast of Kai- 
ping defeated a small force of Rus­ 
sians aud the left wing occupied the 
heights to the southeast. 
On Thursday 
the entire 
Japanese 
a r m y forced its way close to Kelping, 
overcom ing the 
stubborn 
resistenee 
of th e Russian infantry, cavalry and 
artillery located iii th e narrow defiles. 
T h e Russians held m a n y strong posi­ 
tions in the m ountainous country, but 
despite their desperate resistance they 
w e re forced to abandon them one by 
one. 
During the night the Russians 
w ere greatly reinforced by the troops 
brought from the n o rth 
by train, in 
preparation for a big battle Friday. 
Opened the Battle With Artillery Fire. 
T h e Japanese began the last day’s 
fighting at daylight with an artillery 
fire from guns placed on the heights 
preciously 
captured from the 
R us­ 
sians. 
At 8 o'clock 
iii th e morning 
they 
drove the Russians 
from their posi­ 
tions and forced th e m into their last 
lino of defenses around the town. T he 
R u ssia n s evidently saw the town was 
doomed, as General O ku reports th a t 
m a n y troops were w ithdrawn during 
t h e 
morning. 
The Russians 
finally 
took position on the tops of the high 
precipices and again offered a stub- 
b o n i 
resistance. 
About 
noon 
they 
wore forced 
to again withdraw, 
the 
J a p a n e s e occupying th e last line of 
defenses and 
the Ja p a n e s e pursued 
th e enem y despite a severe artillery 
fire from the Russian batteries on the 
high hills to the north. 
T h e Japanese 
artillery 
finally oc­

Iii the afternoon the Japanese oc­ 
cupied the town w ith o u t 
further re­

While the particulars of the fighting

New York. July ll.-—Seventeen per­ 
sons were killed aryl about fifty in­ 
jured in a collision which occurred at 
Midvale, N. J., just before noon Sun­ 
day, when a regular passengei train 
on the Preen wood Lake branch of the 
Erie road, ran into an excursion trait, 
which had stopped to take water. 
All 
the dead and injured lived in Hoboken, 
Jersey City and New York. 
The ac­ 
cident 
is believed to have 
resulted 
from a to w e rm a n lowering his signal 
too soon, and this was adm itted by D. 
W. Cooke, general passenger agent of 
the Erie, who gave out a statem en t in 
which he said: 
“The op erator in the tower failed to 
set the clock signal against the train 
following.” 
The train th at was run into was ti 
special train carrying m em bers of the 
First PlatLlestcher association of Ho­ 
boken on their annual outing and had 
about 8u0 passengers. 
It consisted of 
twelve cars 
and two 
engines. 
Tile 
first engine had taken w a te r and the 
train had moved up with the second 
engine beside the tank, when the regu­ 
lar train approached. 
The 
tiagmau of 
the special 
train 
signalled the oncoming train, but ow­ 
ing to a curve in the track his signal 
was not seen. 
It is said the engineer 
of the regular 
train had 
slackened 
down to twelve miles an hour, but his 
engine pierced the rear t a r the great­ 
er part of its length 
and drove the 
front 
end of 
the car into 
the 
car 
ahead. 
T he killed and injured were 
in these two cars. 
The wreckage 
did not catch 
fire 
and the work of taking o u t the dead 
and injured was accomplished quickly. 
The passengers from the uninjured 
coaches ran back and 
joined in the 
work and the residents 
of Midvale, 
many of w hom had heard th e cries, as­ 
sisted them. 
Dead Placed Beside the Track. 
The sev en teen dead were placed be­ 
side the track and the injured were 
carried to lite nearby houses. 
While 
physicians were being 
sent for, wo­ 
men of Midvale brought b a nd a g e s and 
other articles that could be used in 
caring for the injured. 
An engine and cars w ere sent from 
Little Falls to the scene of the wreck 
and as rapidly as possible the most 
seriously 
hurt 
were 
prepared 
for 
transportation by train for Little Falls 
aud thence to Jersey 
City and Ho­ 
boken. 
Those 
most seriously 
hurt 
were 
continued under t r e a tm e n t 
in 
Midvale until later iii the day. 
Those less seriously injured were 
sent to their homes or to hospitals.

you have the cash and the energy you 
can live like a king even Iii the vast 
wilderness. 
The d irt tloor has given 
w a y 
to tho w hite canvas, 
fastened 
down w ith ring and staple, and pine 
booths have been succeeded by hanging 
berths of stri[«*d ticking, In which are 
m attress and pillow. 
Instead of the old fashioned table set­ 
tings of hotel china and dim tin w are 
the* owner of the cam p now sends up a 
cam ping or picnic case of table fittings, 
com pactly stowed iii a w icker case. 
These are fitted out to serve from six 
to 
tw enty four 
persons 
and contain 
plates, knives and forks, two sizes of 
spoons, a mustard set, salt and pepper 
shakers, sugar howl, carving platters

A novel feature of this prayer 
wheel, which the Tibetan spends much 
of the time in turning, is th a t if turned 
the wrong way everything done before 
is undone, says the London Mail. 
Some of the articles used by the Tibet­ 
ans in their devotions are very grew- 
some.
